The President has made it clear that he will take every 
appropriate action to safeguard the security of this Hernisphere, to 
prevent the spread of communism, to isolate and weaken the Castro 
regime and economy, and to see in time a free government on the island 
of Cuba. Those objectives are not aided sy irresponsible, trigger- 
happy talk irom politicians who have no special knowledge or responsibility 
in thig situation. The Democratic Party will not use war as a partisan 
igaue -- and I hope that other Republican leaders and potential Presidential 
candidates will quickly repudiate Mr. Miller's efforts to make the 


Republicans the ‘‘war-Party".
